or resign ber regency. 
Tung Fu Hslnng is sab! to be beyond 
the reach of the em press dowager, be­ 
ing at Kwaugsu, w here he Is engaged 
in forming an army to invade north 
China. 
Y'uug Lu still retains his posi­ 
tion as grand councilor, and NL Lessor. 
the Russian minister, bas been mak­ 
ing strenuous efforts to secure his ap­ 
pointment as plenipotentiary to settle 
the Manchurian question.

Grand Councilor Yung Lu by M. Les­ 
sor immediately after the death qf LI 
Hung Chang.

mies into China. 
Though w e tried to 
refrain front participating in the expe­ 
dition, It was in vain.

lied forces to evacuate Peking as soon 
as tin* legations had been relieved. 
“Subsequently w h en the Japanese at­ 
tempted to snatch tile power of polic­ 
ing the city of P eking from the hands 
of the Chinese authorities w e stood ob­ 
stinately In their w ay, nod so their un­ 
reasonable attempt* were frustrated. 
“When all the allied powers Joined to­ 
gether in dictating to China the pun­ 
ishments of those Chinese officials who 
were suspected 
by them of

countenanced the Boxers, w e exerted 
every effort to get a s m any officials ex­ 
empted from punishm ent as possible 
In order to protect the dignity of your 
country. 
It Is needles* to say that it 
w as entirely due to that strong and 
persistent opposition that your excel­ 
lency was not Included In the list.

have tried and done everything in our 
power to protect the interests of China, 
arid it Is for tills reason that we have 
earned the im placable hatred of all the 
other powers,

Chang, wa* a very farsighted and able 
statesman, who had a lw a y s been on 
friendly terms w ith 
us 
because he 
knew that Russia w as tile only true 
friend of Chime 
“ W itll regard to Manchuria, It is a 
place where th*' present dynasty had 
Its origin. 
How can the Chines** gov­ 
ernment (termit a number of wolves 
and tigers to Intrude into this Itnpor- 
taut province o f the Chinese empire? 
We knew that unless w e stepped for 
ward China would be jH>werles# a ga I nut ; 
those wolves an*! tigers. 
We there­ 
fore made haate hi dispatching a strong j 
army southward to protect this prov* J
